candles, ga v e us a brilliant light and 
kept the temperature up to 20 degrees 
Celsius (OS degrees F.) throughout the 
winter, ana our excellent ventilation 
system gave us all the air we wanted. 
In direct communication 
with the 
hut and dugout on the barrier were 
workshops, packing rooms, cellars for 
provisions, coal, wood and oil, a plain 
bath, a steam bath and observatories. 
Thus we had everything w ithin doors 
if the w eather should be too cold and 
stormy. 
The sun left us on the 22d of April 
and did not return until four months 
later. The winter was spent in chang­ 
ing our w hole outfit, which on the de­ 
pot trips w a s found to be too clumsy 
and solid for the smooth surface of 
the barrier. 
Besides this, 
as 
much 


scientific work as possible w as done, 
and some astonishing meteorological 
observations were taken. 


Open Water All Winter. 


There w as 
very 
little 
snow, 
and 
there was open water close by through­ 
out the winter. 
For the sam e reason 
higher temperature had been expected, 
but it remained very low. 
In five m onths there were observed 
temperatures between minus 50 and 
CO degrees Celsius (58 and 7G degrees 
below zero F.). the low est tempera­ 
ture. on the Lith of August, being 
minus 50 degrees Celsius. 
It was then 
calm. 
On Aug. I the temperature was 
minus 58 degrees Celsius, aud there 
were six m eters of wind. 
The mean 
temperature for the year w as minus 
28 degrees Celsius (14.8 below zero F.). 


I had expected hurricane after hur­ 
ricane, but I observed only tw o mod­ 
erate storms and many excellent auro­ 
ra australis in all directions. 
The sanitary conditions w ere of the 
best nil the winter, and when the sun 
returned on Aug. 24 we met the men 
sound in mind arui lindy, ready to set 
about the task that had to be solved. 
Already, the day 
before, 
we had 
brought our sledges to the starting 
place for our march toward the south. 
Only In the beginning of Sept em tier 
did the temperature rise to such an 
extent that there was any question of 
setting ou t 


First Start For the Pole. 


On Kept. 8 eight men. with seven 
sledges, ninety dogs and provisions for 
four months, started. The ground was 
perfect. The temperature w as not bad. 
The next day it appeared that we had 
started too early, as the temperature of 
the following days fell and w as kept 
steady between minus 50 and GO Cel­ 
sius (58 degrees and 70 degrees below 
zero F.). 
Personally, we did not suf­ 
fer at nil from this cold. Our good furs 
protected us. faut with our dogs It was 
a different matter. 
It would easily be 
seen that they sh milk from day to day, 
and we understood pretty Bixin that 
they could not stand the long run to 
our depot at 80 degrees south. 
We agreed on returning and to walt 
for tho arrival of spring. 
The provi­ 
sions were cached, and off w e weut for 
the but 
W ith the exception of the 


Io n s of a few dogs aud a couple of 
frozen heels every riling was all right. 
Only In the middle of Octotier spring 
cam e in earnest. 
Seals nnd birds ap­ 
peared. 
The temperature w as steady 
ta i ween 20 and 30 Celsius (08 degrees 
nnd 80 degrees P.). 
The original {dan that all o f us should 
go toward the south had been changed. 
Five men had to do this work, while 
the other three were to start for the 
east aud visit King Edward VII. laud. 
This last mentioned trip w as not in* 
cludcMl in our program, but owing to 
tile fact that the English had not reach­ 
ed it u t least this summer, as w as their 
Intention, we agreed that the best thing 
to do was also to mnke this trip. 
On Od 20 the southern party started 
—five men. four sledges, fifty-two dogs 
aud previsions for four months—every­ 
thing Fh exeeilent order, 


The Journey to the Pole. 


W e hod m ade up our minds to take 
the first part of the trip as easily as 
possible iii order to give ourselves and 
the dogs a rational training, aud on 
the 23d we made our depot in 80 de­ 
grees south. 
We went right ahead. 
In spile of the dense fog an error of 
tw o to three kilometers happened once 
in awhile, and we were caught by the 
flag marks and found these on our way 
without difficulty. 
Having rested and fed the dogs on 
all the seal m eat they were able to eat, 
w e started again on the 26th, with the 
temperature steadily lietween minus 20 
nnd 30 Celsius (4 degrees and 22 de 
grees below zero FO. 
From the start It was the intention 
not to drive more than thirty kilo­ 
meters a day, but it appeared that this 
w'as too little for our strong, w illing 
animals. At 80 degrees south We began 
to build snow cairns of a m an’s height, 
in order to have marks on our return 
trip. On the 31st w e reached the depot 
at 8! degrees and stopped there one 
day and fed the dogs on as much pem­ 
mican as they wanted. 
We reached the depot at 82 degrees 
on the 5th of Novemiier, where the dog; 
for the last tim e got all they wanted lo 
pat. On the 8th, southward again, with 
i dally march of 50 kilometers. 
In order to lighten our heavy sledges 
ire established d eists ut each degree 
of south latitude. 


Like a Pleasure Trip. 


The trip from 82 degrees to 85 de­ 
grees became a pleasure trip—excellent 
ground, 
fine 
sledging and 
an even 
temperature. 
Everything w ent like n 
dance. 
On the lith we sighted South Vic­ 
toria land arid the continuation of the 
mountain 
range 
which 
Sir 
B luest 
Shackleton mentioned in his chart as 
running toward the southeast from the 
Beardruore glacier, and on the same 
day we ren d ed 83 degrees and estab- 
i tushed here dei»oi No. 4. 
On the lith 


we made the Interesting discovery that 
the Boss barrier terminated in a bight 
toward the sontbeast at 8G degrees 
south latitude and 163 degrees w est 
longitude, formed between the south­ 
east mountain range running from 
South Victoria laud and a range on 
the opposite side running in a south­ 
westerly direction—probably a continu­ 
ation of K ing Edward VII. land. 
On the 13th we reached 84 degrees, 
where we established a depot; on the 
lGth we w ere at 85 degrees, w here also 
we made a depot.

A Difficult Climb. 


The land under which w e lay nnd 
which we now had to attack looked 
quite imposing.

The next day we began the climb. 
The first part of it was an ensy task— . 
light stops and well filled mountain 
sides. 
It did not take a long time, for 
our willing dogs worked their way up. 
Further up we met with som e sm all 
but very steep glaciers. 
Here we bad 
to harness twenty dogs to each sledge 
and take the four sledges in tw o turns. 
In some places it was so steep that it 
was difficult enough to use our skis.

Seth B. Holman, Secretary, Chamber of Commerce 
Gives Some Enteresting Facts Concerning 
the Farmers of the Lamkin Country 


A critic whose name I have forgotten said that you 
can always tell what kind of a farmer a man is by the 
condition of his home premises; that if his house is 
nicely painted, his yard fenced and full of flowers, his 
barn large enough to accomodate his stock and hold 
plenty of feed, and especially if you can find a little 
feed in it this time of year left over from last year, then 
you can put that man down as a thrifty farmer with 
the right idea of getting anead, 
W hen we landed in th<; Lamkin country last week 
on the Government man’s rounds I 
was forcibly re­ 
minded of the.critic’s remarks. 
Practically ever home 
we visited was a H O M E in fact as well^ as in name; 
we found nice picket fences in front of the houses; Ber­ 
muda grass|on the lawns, flowers along the walks, and 
pot plants on the front porches. 
And, as a rule, they 
all had large, commodious barns, most of thrift and 
evidence of careful farming. 
Frank Lwell, a 
Government Demonstrator, broke 
his corn land twelve inches deep. 
At the time of our 
visit his corn was nearly shoulder high, with a dark 
green, greasy color and in excellent shape. 
He was 
also planting peas between the rows. 
Up to a few 
days prior to our visit he had the ground in perfect 
condition, but a hired hand had done the wrong kind 
of plowing and a thin crust had formed under the 
mulch. 
He was making arrangements, however, to 
put in a row harrow with rock on it which would break 
up the crust without distrubing the fine feeder roots 
that were spread across the middles. 
His corn patch 
promises to make as good corn as there will be in the 
county. 
'Ferry and F. F. Brandt, brother^, are cotton demon­ 
strators, and their crop is still tooayoung to tell much 
about it.
